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AIM AND USE OF THE A. L. A. BOOKLIST 



The main purpose of the AXJi, BookUtt ie to aid publie 
libraries in bookbuying; ita secondary aim is to give assistance 
in catBlo^in^ and classifying to librarians whose training or 

experience is limited. 

1 iielection of books. The selection of titles is based un the 
collaboration of librarians^ uniwsity professors, publie sehool 
teachers, technical and professional students^ and other com- 
petent judges. The needs of the small library of 5000 vol- 
umes or less are especially kej)t in mind, but a more extended 
list is provided for larger libraries. The list includes only 
recent and moderate priced books. No attempt is made to 
secnre proportion as to subjects cohered or classes represented. 
The symbol 4*, directly under the author *s name, indicaten 
that the book is recommended for small libraries, or for first 
purchase. 

2 Cataloging, The author entry of the L»ibrar^ of Congress 
cards is adopted, bnt not always in the fulleet form. Brief 
titles are used; the information in long explanatory tiUes, if 

imiwrtant, 18 transferred to the note. The imprint and colla- 
tion are both abbreviated, and the contents omitted altogether, 
when the substance can be condensed in the note, or is indi- 
cated by subject headings and analyticals. Size is noted when 
more than 25 cm. or Ism than 15 cm* 

* When there are both English and American editions of a 
book the entry agrees with th»* edition the Library of Congress 
catalogs, and place and publisher of the other edition, if omit- 
ted on the card, are noted in brackets. Any other differences 
ill tiM tifle-pages or contents are mentioned in tha note. Sub- 
ject headings and analyticals indicated are suited to the small 
library; large libraries will fmd it necessary to analyse more 
closely in some cases and less in others. 

3 Classification. The Decimal Classiiication is used, and 
only the small library is considered in assigning numbers, 
which so far as feasible are consistent with those in the if X.^. 
CaUHoff, Numbers 922 to 928, inclusive, are ignored, 921 
being used for individual biography in general. It is not in- 
tended, however, that this number shall displace any symbol 
already in um. Some libraries use 900 and 901, respectively^ 
for collective and individual biography and 920 to 929, in- 
dusiTOi for general history instead of 900 to 909. This ar- 
rangement brings all the history together and avoids the sep- 
aration of general history from the history of special conn- 
tries and periods, by the intervening numbers for travel and 
biography, and is recommended for small libraries about to 
be orgamsed. Biographies of rulers are classed with history, 
with the exception of lives of presidents of the United States. 
Lives of painteorsy sculptorSi musicians, and actors are classed 
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with their respective arts. The combination of Eiit^lish and 
American literature (810 to 819 and 820 to 829) under the 
numbers of Enq:Hsh literature, is recommended for small li- 
braries; also placing bibliographies with their subjects rather 
than under 016. Sueh reeommendations are given after the 
number assigned according to the Decimal Clarification. Chil- 
dren 's bonks are nnt so f1'>sely classified as those for adults. 

The grouping of works on closely related 8ul)jects under a 
single number is sometimes suggested, because in a small col- 
lection it is better to bring books together under the subject 
more commonly sought than to scatter them through several 
classes. For example, a book on diseases of cattle is prob* 
ably better placed with books about the animal in 63G.2 than 
with the yeterinarv books in 619. Attention will be called to 
specific cases as Liiey aiise, and alternatives will be given iu 
eases where either one of two numbers serves equally well. 

4 Libraity of Congress cards* The order number for the 
Librarj' of Oonj^ress eard is given, followed, after the slant 
line, by the number of cards necessary to catalog the book, in- 
cluding main and title cards, subject headings and analytic- 
als, according to suggestions given, -t^ut not joint author, edi- 
tor, translatori or iUustrator, unless important. The title card 
is not included when the first word of a subject heading indi- 
cated is the same as that of the title. One card must be 
added if desired for tlie shelf list. When there is an English 
and an American edition of a book the order number is for 
the edition .whose imprint is not enclosed in brackets. 

5 Prices, The price of net books marked ** are subjecft, 
under the rules adopted by the leadinpf publishers, to not 
more than 10% discount to libraries within a year after the 
date of publication. After the year has elapsed, discounts 
may be increased to 20% or more. Prices of fiction pub- 
lidied under the rules are preceded by t, and are subject to a 
diaeount not greater than 33%%. This discount may be in- 
creased after the first year. Prices of net books not coveretl 
by the rules are marked * and are charged at a small dis- 
count, usually 10%. English prices are given when there is 
an Englidi edition. 

Small libraries are cautioned not to spend too large a sum 
for new publications, but to select carefully such as will 
finrlv meet the »1<M7i!\fi<l for popular new books, reserving a 
^due proportion of the book money for strengthening the de- 
partments most used in tlie community by the addition of 
older books of proved value. The A.L.A, Catalog is the most 
valuable guide for this purpose and is indispensaUe to the 
small library.
